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Alan  Jones  packs  them  in 


Members  commented  that  they  could 
not  remember  seeing  the  First  Floor 
Club  Room  ever  as  full  before,  and  in 
truth,  the  Club  Luncheon  addressed  by 
Australia's  Rugby  Coach,  radio 
personality  and  club  member,  Alan 
Jones,  broke  all  the  records  for 
luncheons  at  the  club  with  297  members 
and  their  guests  present, 

Alan  was  introduced  to  members  by 
the  Club  Chairman,  David  Dransfield, 
and  launched  a  strong  attack  on  the 
Government  and  Australian  media  for 
their  selective  attitude  towards  bans  on 
sports  contacts  with  South  Africa. 

He  pointed  out  that  squash  and  other 
sports  were  played  against  South  Africa 
without  protest  and  that  even  a  “Golden 
Oldies”  rugby  tour  had  gone  ahead. 
Only  Australian  rugby  players  aged 
under  35  came  under  coercion  and 
threats  of  being  debarred  from  the  game 
if  they  played  in  South  Africa. 

However,  Alan  Jones  felt  he  had  to 
advise  young  players  to  abide  by  the 
Australian  Rugby  Union  rule  against 
playing  in  South  Africa  simply  because 
by  doing  so  they  might  find  themselves 
barred  from  the  sport  for  life. 

“If  bans  are  to  be  introduced,  a  ban 
on  sporting  contacts  with  a  country  like 
Pakistan  which  is  ruled  by  a  brutal 
military  regime  would  make  much  more 
point,”  he  said. 

However,  Alan  Jones  added  that  he 
was  in  favour  of  sporting  contacts  with 
all  countries  as  a  means  of  building 
bridges  with  those  countries  such  as  the 
Soviet  Union  whose  forms  of 
government  we  did  not  approve  of. 

He  said  he  was  appalled  that  as  far  as 
he  knew,  he  was  the  only  person  in 
Australia  today  who  had  spoken  to 
President  Botha  in  the  past  three  years 
about  politics  in  Southern  Africa. 

Alan  told  his  fellow  Tattersall’s 
members  that  the  Australian  rugby  team 
was  in  very  good  shape,  with  very  good 
team  spirit  and  morale,  although  he 
strongly  attacked  a  Sydney  newspaper 
for  its  negativism  and  defeatism  in  a 
recent  article  about  the  team. 

He  said  that  today  there  was  a 
tendency  which  was  quite  un-Australian 
I  to  turn  against  any  sporting  teams  or 
individuals  who  were  defeated.

“Greg  Norman  needs  our  support 
today  far  more  than  he  ever  did  in 
victory,”  Alan  Jones  commented  and 
added:  “Unless  we  can  embrace  those 
who  do  well  and  show  commitment  to 
those  values  of  excellence,  then  as  a 
nation  we  can  forget  all  about  any 
recovery.  If  we  allow  ourselves  to 
become  purveyors  of  negativism  and 
defeat,  we  are  ruined.”

NEW  MEMBERS 


A  sporting  gent  from  the  past 

By  NORMAN  ROGERS 


Recently  at  Flemington,  Melbourne,  I 
admired  from  a  distance  a  man  I 
thought  I  recognised.  He  was  well 
groomed,  upright,  full  head  of  dark  hair, 
clean  cut,  enjoying  a  snack, 
accompanied  by  his  good  lady.  I 
introduced  myself  and  it  was,  as  I  had 
hoped,  Ambrose  Palmer  —  a  fine 
Australian  sportsman  and  gentleman. 

Let  me  recall  some  of  his 
achievements. 

Born  in  Footscray  in  191 1,  he  was 
never  a  big  man  and  generally  competed 
above  his  boxing  division. 

At  various  stages  of  his  career  he  was 
Middle,  Light  Heavy  and  Heavy  Weight 
Champion  of  Australia.  Those  who 
existed  through  the  terrible  Depression 
years  will  know  that  many  great  boxers 
fought  in  those  times.  Hungry  men 
made  the  best  fighters! 

Ambrose  fought  67  times  for  23  KOs, 
35  points  victories,  two  draws  ,  four 
losses  on  fouls  and  one  loss  on  points. 
He  was  knocked  out  twice  by  two  great 
US  Heavyweights,  Young  Stribling,  later 
killed,  and  Leo  Kelly,  a  dynamite 
puncher.  Both  were  very  big  men. 

Ambrose  did  have  a  points  and  a  KO 
win  over  Kelly.  Fouls,  by  the  way,  were 
very  common  in  Depression  years.  All 
bets  were  off  on  a  “Foul”  result. 

At  the  age  of  19  Ambrose  Palmer 
KO’d  the  legendary  Jack  Haines  for  the 
Australian  Middle  Weight  Title  and  at 
20  he  gained  a  points  win  over  the  great 
Fred  Henneberry.  He  then  fought  and 
beat  the  Champion,  Ron  Richards  on 
three  occasions,  the  last  time  an  eighth 
round  KO. 


One  of  his  greatest  fights  was  when  he 
KO’d  Henneberry  in  12  for  the  Light 
Heavy  Title.  He  was  then  25.  (Fred 
Henneberry  was  my  boyhood  idol  and 
taught  me  the  Yo-Yo).  Henneberry’s 
nephew,  Bill,  a  great  Tatt’s  man,  is  his 
look-alike.  Fred  himself,  a  great  Middle 
Weight,  was  in  world  class. 

An  artist  at  his  trade,  Ambrose 
defeated  Big  Leo  “Deacon”  Kelly,  a  US 
negro,  over  15  rounds  on  points  and  in  a 
return,  Ambrose  was  KO’d  in  the  eighth. 
He  then  went  into  temporary  retirement. 

A  year  later  he  KO’d  an  import  then 
again  went  into  temporary  retirement. 

A  year  later  he  won  five  straight 
including  KOs  of  Kelly  and  Ron 
Richards  in  eight. 

His  last  fight  was  with  the  subsequent 
World  Cruiser  Weight  Champion,  Gus 
Lesnevitch,  to  whom  he  lost  a  split 
points  decision. 

Palmer  was  a  top  class  Australian 
Rules  player  and  played  for  years  with 
his  beloved  Footscray  team. 

I  recall  that  while  playing  for 
Footscray  after  his  ring  retirement  he 
was  carried  off  suffering  nine  fractures 
of  the  skull  and  six  fractures  of  the  jaw. 

These  led  to  his  retirement  from 
football.  The  injuries  sound  horrendous, 
even  for  Rugby  League.  Maybe,  I 
suggest,  some  players  wanted  to  punch 
the  great  Palmer,  but  not  in  the  ring. 

He  later  tutored  and  managed  Johnny 
Famechon  to  a  World  Featherweight 
Title. 

When  I  left  Ambrose  in  Melbourne  I 
asked  for,  and  got  his  autograph,  which 
I  will  treasure.
